“In the numerous cases of this 
character, wherein we have al- 
jufiged corporations guilty of vio- 
lation of our anti-trust statute, we 
have fixed the punishment at fines 
and forfeitures of corporate rights 
with conditional stays of execution 
as to ouster. 

“Time to Exercise Full Force.”’ 


“Buch judgments apparently nave 
not served as a warning or prevented 
recurrence of similar acts by other 
business interests. Time and again 
thig court has spoken in no uncer- 
tain terms denouncing such acts. It 
is time that we exercise the full 
force of the law, and where we 
find the corporation guilty of vio 
lating our anti-trust statute, put 
that corporation out of business for 
all time. 

“Such course is apparently neces- 
sary to instill in big business a who!»- 
some respect to the law. The stat- 
ute has teeth in it if the courts have 
the courage to use them. 

“It is therefore the judgment of 
the court that those respondents 
(the lumber companies) who are in- 
corporated under the laws of this 
State be ousted from their corporate 
franchises, and that those respond- 
ents who are organized under the 
laws of other States, and have secur- 
ed licenses to do business in this 
State, be ousted from such franchis- 
es,”’

ted early in June of 1922, more than 
a year ago.

INQUIRY THAT 


RESULTED IN PROSECUTIONS 


The investigation of the operations 
of certain St. Louis lumber dealers 
through the St. Louis Lumber Trade 
Exchange that subsequently resulted 
in the prosecutions by Attorney- 
General Barrett and the fines and 
ouster decree today by the Supreme 
Court dgainst the 19 members of 
that exchange, was begun by the 
Post-Dispatch in December, 1920, 
and carried into the following Jan- 
uary. 

It was upon information obtained 
from articles on this subject in the 
Post-Dispatch that Attorney-Gen- 
eral Barrett based his decision in 
the beginning to proceed against 
the lumber dealers, as well as 
against the mill-work manufactur- 
ers’ association and the association 
of the *building material dealers and 
manufacturers. Prosecutions similar 
to that against the lumbermen are 
now pending against the millmen 
and the material dealers and manu- 
facturers. 

The Post-Dispatch inquiry was 
prompted by the high cost of build- 
ing. construction at the time, and 
followed a legislative investigation In 
New York City of a similar nature 
that revealed price-fixing “and re- 
straint of trade. About 100 corpora- 
tions and individuals were indicted 
in that city on charges of restraint 
of trade, extortion or coercion in 
the building industry, all of which 
conspired to keep construction costs 
at an abnormally high level. 

Conditions Revealed. 

»Acting on information that sim- 
ilar conditions seemingly prevailed 
in St. Louis, a Post-Dispatch report- 
er interviewed building contractors, 
architects, lumbermen and material 
dealers and manufacturers not af- 
filiated with any of the combines or 
so-called associations. The result of 
these interviews was the publication 
of a series of articles dealing with 
the practices of members of these 
associations, the evidence indicating 
a studied effort to arrive at prices 
by understandings through systems 
of so-called cost accounting or by 
the application of arbitrary service 
charges. 

In a comprehensive survey of the 
whole situation the Post-Dispatch, 
on Dee. $1, 1920, published the 
views of local contractors, archi- 
aoe and othee informants in a posi- 
ition to know something of the oper- 
ation of these trade associations, in 
which a condition of restraint of 
trade and price-fixing was evident. 

Following the series of articles, 
the Post-Dispatch, in an editorial, 
Jan. 17, 1921, directed attention to 
the revelations of the New York in- 
vestigation and'after pointing to the 
disclosures in the articles published 
here called upon the Attorney-Gen- 
eral in these words to look into the 
local situation: 

“Enough has been disclosed to 
make it the imperative duty of 
the new Attorney-General of Mis- 
sourl to undertake a comprehen- 
sive investigation to oh end not 
only that the unlawful obstruc- 
tion be removed, but that those 
engaged in the conspiracies be 

duly punished. 

“The law is very plain as to the 
Attorney-General's duty, and it 
furthermore provides as an incen- 
tive, if one were needed, that he 
shall receive as added compensa- 
tion an amount equal to one- 
fourth of all fines imposed, to be 
taxed against the offending person 
or corporation.” 

Building Contractor Quoted. 

In the first article, Dec. 31, 1920, 
bullding contractors, among them 
James A. Godfrey, now dead, who 
was president of the James A. God- 
frey Construction Co., allowed him- 
self to be quoted to the effect, 
based on personal experiences with 
local lumber dealers, that there 
seemed to be an understanding be- 
tween them not to take advantage 
of one another in making bids nor 
in competition for trade. He also 
said there was an agreement that 
operated in favor of high building 
costs between the journeymen and 
master plumbers. 

“Weare in close touch with the 
material men in St. Louis,”’ said 
Godfrey, “but not so close that they 
officially reveal their secrets to us. 
We know from experience and what 
we hear from subordinates, dropped 
here and there, that there are com- 
binations that are profiting beyond

On Jan. 4, 1921, the Post-Dispatch 
told at length, in an interview with 
R. M. Milligan, Commissioner of 
Public School Buildings, how the 
School Board frustrated an attempt 
by millmen to palm off high-priced 
work for school buildings. He told 
how a bid on mill work by a com- 
bine member of $38,000 was ob- 
tained from a non-member for $18,- 
500, and how lumber offered at 
$22,000 by St. Louis dealers, was 
obtained in Chicago for $16,000. 


Labor Union Ingutiry. 

Prompted by the Post-Dispatch 
argicles, the Board of Business 
Agents of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil, 
building trades unions in St. Louis, 
on Jan. 7, voted to begin an inves- 
tigation 
tions with a view to assisting in any 
prosecutions that might eventuat2 
M. J. Cassidy, secretary of the Build- 
ing Trades Council, said in an ar- 
ticle the following day, after the 
council had ratified the vofe of the 
business agents that the union be- 
lieved that combines of material 
men was. holding up building con- 
struction and adding to the number 
of the unemployed, which a survey 
at that time by a Government agent 
estimated at 40,000. 

On Jan. 10 the Post-Dispatch 
printed an article showing that the 
Federal Trade Commission reported 
to Congress that, ix 1918, the South- 
ern Pine Association met in St. 
Louls and agreed to‘ raise the price 
of lumber, according to a letter 
written after the meeting, by a rep- 
resentative of a Chicago lumber 
company to his firm. 

The inquiry led to an Investiga- 
tion of the operations of the three 

ig cement companies in St. Louis, 
which belong a so-called credit 
and statistical bureau, the prac- 
tices of which were similar to those 
of an Eastern association that came 
within the scope of the New York 
investigation, and an article dealing 
with this situation was published in 
the Post-Dispatch Jan. 11. 

D. G. Scott, resident manager of 
the James Stewart & Co. of New 
York, general contractors, told in an 
article in the Post-Dispatch, Jan. 12 
1921, of an exorbitant. bid for mill 
work by local millmen for the new 
Rice-Stix building, then in course of 
erection, and how it was obtained 
for abcut $6000 less in Springfield, 
Mo., the price including freight 
charges and drayage to the job in 
this city. 

From time to time attention was 
forcibly directed to the situation by 
cartoons in the Post-Dispatch, deal- 
ing with first one phase and 
then another of building costs and 
the cause, but always showing St. 
Louis in the grasp of a combine. 

Attorney-General’s Action. 

Attorney-General Barrett, who 
had read the articles, thereupon di- 
rected a special investigator to gath- 
articles, 
and he began by interviewing the 
Post-Dispatch reporter avho ha‘ 
made the survey, taking clippings of 
all the articles for the Attorney- 
General's files. Assistant Attorney- 
General Merrell G. Otis of St. Jo- 
seph, was specially assigned to the 
prosecution and he and Barrett con- 
Aucted the hearings before former 
Congressman Dorsey W. Shackel- 
ford, who was appointed special 
commissioner for this purpose by the 
Supreme Court. Shackelford is now 
acting as special commissioner in a 
similar proceeding, growing out cf 
the same Post-Dispatch inquiry 
against the millmen’s association. 

The lumber hearings were held 
here and in Jefferson City. W. Frank 
Carter was senior counsel for the 
lumbermen, whose defense was a 
general denial of the chargss of 
price-fixing and restraint of trade 
and who contended and introduced 
testimony to show that their trade 
exchange was organized to correct 
abuses in the trade and enable the 
members to transact business on a 
more efficient basis to the end of 
saving money for the consumer.

Former Supreme Judge Richard

tained their clients had formed the 
exchange to get rid of unethical 
practices and to replace cut-throat 
methods with sound business sys- 
tem. They asserted that its opera- 
tion had caused only benefits to 
inure to the consumer. Lumber 
prices in the St. Louis terriory were 
lower than in most sections, they de- 
clared, and price fixing was not done 
by the exchange.

SHUTDOWN OF Ol 
REFINERIES 10 CUT 


Twenty - Five of Largest 

Firms in Mid-Continent 
Field Agree to Close Plants 
| for Month of August.

CHICAGO, July 28.—Oll men to- 


day had initiated two methods of 
action in stemming the tide of over- 
production of crude oll. Decision 
of 25 of the larger refiners of the 
Mid-Continent field yesterday to 
shut down their plants for the 


month:of August, automatically re- 
moving 112,000 barrels of gasoline 
daily for the market, was followed 
today by the appointment of a com- 
mittee of jobpers, producers and re- 
finers as a cost fact-finding com- 
mission. | 

The leading refiners who adopted 
the drastic shutdown decision called 
'a general meeting ‘of all Mid-Con- 
tinent refiners, to be held in Kan- 
sas City, Mo., July $1, to complete 
their plans. 

This action, announced by the 
American Oil Men’s Association, 
and approved at a directors’ meet- 
ing of the Western Petroleum Re- 
finers’ Association, came after a 
meeting held the preceding day at 
the call of the National Petroleum 
Marketers’ Association. The market- 
ers’ officials advocated a cut in 
prices, but some of the marketers 
joined with the producers and re- 
finers in opposing price reductions, 
which they declared would bankrupt 
producérs. A resolution was adopt- 
ed, however, authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a committee to make 
a study of costs. 

Overproduction, a flood of Cali- 
fornia crude into the normal mar- 
ketg of the Mid-West producers and 
a saturation of the field with stor- 
age stocks of gasoline and _ crude, 
which have been mounting rapidly 
during the last few months, were 
described as reasons for the action. 

Blame for the condition of the 
refiners was placed on the price of 
crude oil by L. V. Nicholas, presi- 
dent of the National Petroleum 
Marketeer’s Association, who de- 
clared the solution of the problem 
lay in a reduction of crude prices “y 
producers. Prices of American 
crude, he said, were out of line with 
world supply and demand, and no 
relief would come until crude prices 
were cut.

The normal yearly increase in 
gasoline consumption is approxi- 
mately 25 per cent. The increase in 
crude production this year over last 
Ils approximately 90 per cent. 

E. W. Marland, president of the 
Marland Refining Co., said: 

“A horde of idle tankers released 
from the Mexican flelds in the sum- 
mér of 1922, when salt water ap- 
peared in two large pools there, pro- 
vided cheap transportation through 
the Panama Canal for the increasing 
surplus from the California fields to 
the Atlantic seaboard.

day Magazine. She is the widow of 
Horace L. Roberson, one of two 
range inspectors for the Texas and 
Southwestern Cattle Raisers’ Asso- 
ciation who were shot to death in a 
little hotel lobby at Seminole, Tex., 
on the night of Easter Sunday. 

For the murder of the other in- 
spector, W. D. Allison, juries at Lub- 
bock, Tex., have found Tom Ross 
and Milt Goode guilty, fixing their 
punishment at long terms in the 
State penitentiary. Both men are 
to be tried next September at Abi- 
lene, Tex., on the charge of mur- 
dering H. L. Roberson. 

Mrs. Roberson, it is recalled, shot 
and wounded both Ross and Goode 
with a small automatic pistol «8s 
they were backing off the hotel gal- 
lery immediately after the double 
murder. She was not arrested, no 
charge being filed against her. 

“The article in the Post-Dispatch,” 
she said today, “is very nice, al- 
though too much is said about me. 
Any other woman would have done 
the very same thing—try the best 
she knew how to protect her home 
and family. I knew the murderers 
would try to escape. Men who 
shoot as these two did always run 
away; and my one idea was to stop 
them if I could. 

“Mr. Roberson never failed me, 
and I tried not to fall short of his 
faith In me.” 

Since publication of the Post-Dis- 
patch story. Mrs. Roberson has be- 
come tne favorite heroine of Texas.
